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INTRODUCTION 


General Statistics of Local Government Areas is designed to satisfy the 
demand for statistics on a smaller unitary basis than that of the State as a whole or 
its Statistical Divisions. This issue is the second of the series. 


The bulletin covers a wide range of information for each local government 
area in Victoria, having been compiled from census information, and from statistics 
already issued in other Bureau publications, where greater detail is often available 
for particular topics. Thus it does not attempt to show all statistics available 
for each area, but selects the more important ones, 


While the main object of this bulletin is to provide statistics of 
individual local government areas, it has been thought worthwhile to include a 
summary of data on a broader geographic basis, Therefore, the local government areas 
have been arranged alphabetically, followed by Statistical Division totals and the 


State total, with an index and map being provided to indicate the Statistical Division 
within which each local government area is to be found,

EXPLANATORY NOTES AND DEFINITIONS I 


Estimates of population in local government areas at 30 June 1970 refer to total population, 
i.e. including Aborigines, Estimates of the numbers of dwellings are also on the basis of 
total population. Before an amendment to the Australian Constitution in 1967, it was 
provided by section 127 that "in reckoning the numbers of the people of the Commonwealth, or 
of a State or other part of the Commonwealth, aboriginal natives shall not be counted", This 
provision was deleted following a referendum held on 27 May 1967 which resulted in a majority 
of votes in favour of its repeal, The enabling Act, the Constitution Alteration (Aboriginals) 
1967, came into operation on 10 August 1967. 


The numbers shown include "private" and "non-private" dwellings, both occupied and unoccupied, 
The term dwelling, as used in this publication, means any habitation occupied (or intended for 
occupation) by a household group living together as a domestic unit, and may comprise the 
whole of a building or only part of it. The term has therefore a very wide reference and 
includes, in addition to houses and flats, a great variety of dwellings ranging from a 
single-roomed shack to a multi-roomed hotel or institution, 


The statistics relate to events among the total population, including Aborigines (see note to 
Items 2 and 3 above). 


Figures shown do not necessarily represent the numbers of births or deaths actually 
occurring in a particular local government area, births being attributed to the usual place 
of residence of the mother and deaths to the usual place of residence of the deceased. 
Figures are compiled according to date of registration and not date of occurrence, 


Full-—blood Aborines are excluded in accordance with the requirements of section 127 of the 
Australian Constitution, repealed with effect from 10 August 1967 (see note to Items 2 and 3 
above). Dwellings occupied solely by full-blood Aborigines are also excluded, 


Persons were enumerated at the place where they spent the night of the Census, and the 
population so recorded has been credited to that place whether or not it was the usual place 
of residence. 


For census purposes, industry may be defined as any single branch of productive activity, 
trade or service. It is concerned with the activities of persons, firms or businesses 
considered as a group producing the same commodity, performing the same service, Each person 
engaged in any such branch of economic activity is classified industrially as belonging to 
that particular branch irrespective of his personal occupation within the industry. 


Includes fishing; hunting and trapping; agriculture, grazing, dairying, pig and poultry 
farming, and bee keeping; and forestry. 


Includes wholesale and retail trade and primary produce dealing. 


The work force comprises all persons engaged in an industry, business, trade or service, and 
includes persons who were not working at the time of the Census, It includes employers, the 
self- employed (i.e. persons working on own account but not employing others), employees on 

wage or salary, and unpaid helpers (other than those usually working in such activities for 

less than 15 hours per week). 


Comprises private houses only and excludes shares of private houses. 
Includes both tenant of government authorities and other tenants. 


For census purposes a flat is defined as part of a house or other building which can be 
completely closed off and which has its own cooking and bathing facilities, This item 
excludes share of flat. 


Includes vacant dwellings available for sale or renting; dwellings such as "week-ender", 
"holiday home", "second home", "seasonal workers quarters" which were not occupied on the 
night of the census; dwellings normally occupied, but whose usual occupants were temporarily 
absent on the night of the census; newly completed dwellings whose owners or tenants had not 
entered into occupation on the night of the census; dwellings described as "to be demolished", 
"condemned", "deceased estate", "exhibition home" etc; and buildings constructed as 

dwellings but used for non-dwelling purposes on the night of the census, 


Statistics of building activity are compiled from returns obtained from building contractors 
engaged in the erection of new buildings; owner-builders; and Commonwealth, State, local, and 
semi-government authorities, Details obtained from government authorities and building 
contractors cover the whole State. Details for owner-builders cover only those areas subject 
to building control by local government authorities. Some buildings in rural areas are 
therefore excluded, but this should not materially affect the figures.

A building is regarded as having been commenced when work on foundations has begun, Owing to 
the difficulty of defining the exact point that this represents in building operations, 
classifications made by informants may not be entirely uniform. 


A building is regarded as having been completed when the building contractor has fulfilled 
the terms of the contract, or in the case of owner—built houses when the house is either 
completed, or substantially completed and occupied. As with commencements the classifications 
made by informants may not be entirely uniform. 


Irrespective of when commenced, and regardless of whether or not work has actually proceeded, 
at all times once a building has been commenced it continues to be shown in the tables as 
under construction until completed. Buildings on which work has been permanently abandoned 
are excluded, 


Statistics of building approvals are compiled from permits issued by local government 
authorities in the areas subject to building control by these authorities; and contracts let 
or day labour work approved by Commonwealth, State, local, and semi-government authorities, 
They relate only to approvals for building, as distinct from the construction of roads, 
bridges, railways, earthworks, water storages etc. Values shown represent the estimated cost 
when completed (excluding cost of land) of new buildings and alterations and additions to 
existing buildings, Alterations and additions of $10,000 and over are included with new 
buildings, Alterations and additions of less than $10,000 are shown separately. 


Comprises agriculture, grazing, dairying and pigfarming, 


A rural holding is defined, as a piece of land of one acre or more used for agricultural 
production or for the raising of livestock and the production of livestock products, In 
cases where land owners or occupiers possess or work more than one holding, separate returns 
are required for each, except where the holdings are in close proximity and are worked as one, 
in which case one return only is submitted covering the holdings concerned, Under normal 
circumstances a holding is considered to be located in the shire in which the homestead is 
located. 


Comprises persons of all ages residing permanently on rural holdings at 31 March 1969, 
including those temporarily absent but excluding guests and visitors. 


Excludes areas of pasture cut for meadow hay or seed but includes orchards and vineyards in 
item 87 and 88. 


Comprises any land which has been ploughed or otherwise broken up and left uncropped during 
tne season, 


Consists of natural grasses and such areas as "snowleases" and grassed areas in forest 
reserves, old orchards etc., on which livestock are grazed, 


Includes land over which grass, clover, and other seeds have spread without cultivation and 
scrubland on which grass has been sown after burning without ploughing, 


Consists of barrenland, ungrassed scrubland,pine plantations etc., not used for grazing, and 
land used for piggeries and farm buildings. 


Excludes lime, gypsum and dolomite. 
Includes house cows and heifers for own milk supply. 


At 31 March 1969. Comprises tractors of wheeled and crawler types, and excludes obsolete 
machinery which is no longer used. 


The functions of 1.g.a.s include the provision of services which may be regarded as "ordinary" 
services to distinguish them from those provided through municipal business undertakings and 
Private Street Accounts. 
The principal ordinary services are: 
Roads and streets; health services; parks, gardens, and other recreational facilities; 
and payment of interest and redemption of debt. The funds applied towards these and other 
services are obtained chiefly from rates levied on the owners or occupiers of property. 
Business undertakings as distinct from ordinary services such as libraries, art galleries 
etc., include electricity supply, water works, abattoirs, quarries, pipe and culvert works, 
and ice works, 
Capital works undertaken by local governments are financed principally from loans raised 
from private sources (banks, insurance companies, etc.). Moneys so raised are credited to 
Loan Fund and are spent on various ordinary services and business undertakings, Loans raised 
for private street construction and separate rate loans are not credited to Loan Fund but to 
a separate account.

Item 111 Loan debt of l.g.a.s at the end of a period consist of the aggregate of loan moneys owing to 
lenders at that date, Sums accumulated in sinking funds have not been deducted, Amounts 
owing by municipalities on account of borrowing to finance private street construction and 
separate rate loans have been included in loan debt, 


Items 113-5 Excluding C.R.B. declared state highways, freeways, tourist roads, and forest roads, of a 
total length, at 30 June 1970, of 5,567 miles.

Between 1 July 1966 and 30 June 1970 the following status and boundary changes have occurred, 


These Shires were declared cities: 
Frankston (24 August 1966), Doncaster and Templestowe (28 February 1967), Altona (21 December 1968), 
Knox (4 July 1969). 


The following portions of the Shires of Berwick, Cranbourne, and Healesville are included in 
the Melbourne Statistical Division: 


Berwick : Berwick and Doveton Ridings and parts of Pakenham and Beaconsfield Ridings; 
Cranbourne : Cranbourne Riding and part of Tooradin Riding; 
Healesville : Town and West Ridings and part of Central Riding. 


During the period 1 July 1966 to 30 June 1970, the boundaries of the local government areas 
listed below were re-defined with change of area.
